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Hudson Bay Company Will Expend $300,000 


It is announced that the Mackenzie 
River Transport of the Hudson Bay 
Company which handles freight north 
from Waterways to the Arctic will ex¬ 
pend some $300,000 in providing new 
equippment to handle the tremendous 
new tonage expected to be offering for 
delivery to the Northern mines in 1938. 

Mr. M. L. Ryan, newly appointed traf¬ 
fic manager for Mackenzie River Trans¬ 
port states that immediately after the 
spring breakup the Hudson Bay Com¬ 


pany transport fleet, which includes four 
steam ships, three motor ships, four 
motorboats, three power boats and 18 
barges will be launched along the inland 
waterways of the North. To this fleet 
there will be added three new barges 
with total carrying capacity of 700 tons 
and a twin engined tug. These will be 
built on the upper river. There will also 
be a 200 ton tank barge built on the 
lower river to be used for freighting 
oil from the Norman Wells to the Mines. 


Minister of Mines Praises the North 


Describing his trip last year through 
the North West Territories the Hon. T. 
A. Crerar, Minister of Mines, gives a 
vivid description of the fast development 
of the new mining north. He states that 
4000 mineral claims in this area are in 
good standing. That notable activity has 


occurred on the Eldorado property at 
Great Bear Lake. In the Yellowknife 
and Gordon Lake areas rich gold discov¬ 
eries have been made and a 100 ton mill 
has already been erected.

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Anglo Canadian Progress and Production 


Another completion, Spy Hill Royal¬ 
ties, has been added to the list of Tur¬ 
ner Valley Wells, by Anglo-Canadian. 
Drilling was discontinued at a point 455 
feet in the lime at a total depth of 
7,058 feet. Rotary drill rods are being 
removed Monday and a gas lift will be 
used to clear the well of rotary fluid. 
Spy Hill is located between Royal Cana¬ 
dian No. 1 and Davies Pete. No. 2. 

Westflank No. 1, another Anglo-Cana¬ 
dian well, just north of Granville, is to 
be shot shortly, tubing having been 
pulled. At Westflank No. 4, west of 
Westflank No. 1, derrick has been erect¬ 
ed. Location has been selected for No. 
5, west of No. 2. Cellar has been dug 
for Westflank No. 6, west of No. 3. Sun¬ 
dance, also of this group, is drilling at 
3,955 feet. 

Prairie, which has just completed a 
five day test, following second acidiza- 
tion, now has a potential of 1,490 bar¬ 
rels daily.

Prairie Royalties produced 23,449 
barrels, valued at $29,276.34; Firestone 
Petroleums produced 10,162 barrels, 
worth $13,204.04; Monarch produced

Foundation Petroleums produced 8,068 
barrels worth $10,977.54; Westflank No. 
2 produced 5,296 barrels valued at $6,- 
637.78; Westflank No. 1 produced 4,385 
barrels valued at $5,778.34 and West¬ 
flank No. 3 produced 3,775 barrels 
valued at $4,701.82. 


TO DEVELOP LIARD RIVER COAL

EDMONTON CALGARY LETHBRIDGE 
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ELDORADO GOING AHEAD 


Work done on No 1 vein has given 
exceptionally good results. At depths 
of 500 feet high grade pitchblende ore 
has been opened up, with definite shoots 
outlined at horizons from 125 feet down 
to 500 feet. 

It is estimated according to official 
reports that refinery production at Port 
Hope, when raw materials en route are 
available will be $227,000 monthly. 
Transportation of the concentrates from 
Great Bear Lake to the refinery is a 
governing point as to production. In 
1937, a large quantity of concentrates 
did not get farther than Fort Smith, 
having to be stored there untill the com¬ 
ing of the opening of the 1938 trans¬ 
portation season. 

Development 

Port Hope Refinery—New radium re¬ 
finery building and five other buildings, 
with new facilities to triple capacity of 
previous plant including provisions for 
the treating of new products not yet 


included in Eldorado’s radium-Uranium- 
Silver-lead copper production list. At 
the mine. Development work including 
a 8000 feet advance also construction of 
several new buildings. New Diesel and 
boiler equipment. Jig filter and addi¬ 
tional flotation cells. Two 70,000 gal¬ 
lon tanks for fuel oil, a chemical labor¬ 
atory, new assay office, new two story 
dining room and kitchen. Two compart¬ 
ment shafts electrically equipped com¬ 
pleted to 125 feet level and other im¬ 
provements. All this is happening pract¬ 
ically north of the Arctic Circle.

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NOW SHIPPING SALT 

The salt plant of Industrial Minerals 
Ltd. at Waterways is now in operation 
and several shipments of coarse salt and 
iodized coarse salt for farmer use have 
been made, states officials of the Com¬ 
pany. 

This plant was erected in 1937 and 
is most modern as regards equipment 
necessary for the handling of salt 
products obtained from the huge salt 
deposit the company is working. The 
seam of salt being worked is 200 feet 
thick, extending from a depth of 694 
feet to 893 feet below the surface and 
covering a large area. 


SHIPS 11,400 BARRELS 

Imperial Refinery at Fort Norman 
produced and shipped 11,400 Bbls. of 
oil to Great Bear and Great Slave Lake 
mining camps in 1937.

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NEGUS GROUP ANNOUNCES IM¬ 
PORTANT GOLD DISCOVERIES 

Work done on the Negus Group, at 
Yellowknife, a property adjacent to the 
Con property and Ryan Gold has dis¬ 
closed important values. 1800 feet of 
ore has been developed to date in three 
veins, giving values of from 1.26 oz. 
over 16 inches width, 2.64 oz. over a 26 
inch width and 2.70 oz. over an 18 inch 
width. In some cases surface trenching 
values ran as high as 18 oz. across the 
vein widths. 

The veins have been explored to date 
by 16 trenches, some of them 50 feet 
long, and 20 drill holes have been put 
down with the deepest hole reaching 420 
feet. It is stated that there is another 
3000 feet of vein strike yet to be ex¬ 
plored. 


800 MEN AT WORK 

Reports from Goldfields are to the 
effect that the Consolidated is now em¬ 
ploying around 800 men on mining and 
construction. It is also stated that the 
first and second levels in the mine have 
now been connected up. 


HANDLED 23,000 TONS OF FREIGHT 

Water transportation north of Water¬ 
ways, Alberta handled 23,000 tons of 
freight during the 1937 season, and an¬ 
other 1,220 tons was transported by air 
to northern mining camps. 


NEW WHARVES COMPLETED 

New wharves were completed during 
1937 at Fort Resolution and Fort Chip- 
weyan by the Dominion Government, in 
addition to the provision of new facil¬ 
ities and landing fields for aeroplanes 
at various points. Aid was also given 
by the Dominion Government towards 
the construction of a winter road from 
Yellowknife Bay to Gordon Lake, a 
distance of 80 miles. 


REINDEER HERD NOW 4000 

It is stated that the reindeer herd 
round up which took place at Richards 
Island in August last resulted in a count 
exceeding 4000 head. These animals, 
later in the year, returned to the winter 
grazing range on the east arm of the 
Mackenzie Delta, where surplus animals 
were slaughtered and the meat distrib¬ 
uted amongst the natives.

“New Canada”—the Barren Lands of olden 
days—insists that old antiquated methods of 
transportation must go. The aeroplane and the 
winter road furnish the answer. 

Governments and people are saying we must 
develop our “ cultural” heritage. Quite right, but 
first develop our natural heritage. That heritage, 
as at present, is the Northern Peace with its 
agricultural lands, timber and coal, the fisheries

Looking 
over the daily papers, “Starving Indians, 
etc.” it looks as if wild meat will not 
form part of the camp menu for any 
further length of time. 


AIRWAY SERVICE 

The North depends to a great extent 


on aeroplane service. According to Ot¬ 
tawa advices the fleet operating in to 
the northern mining camps from Prince 
Albert, Edmonton and McMurray now 
consists of a fleet of 20 planes, with 
more to be added in 1938. These planes 
are mostly equipped with two way radio 
telephones and special heating systems 
designed for any low temperatures and 
have a cruising speed of 180 miles an 
hour under the guidance of perhaps the 
most skilled pilots in northern flying to 
be found anywhere in the world.
